Scarcely noticed were the president of 
the United States or the génerals and 
admirals in their resplendent untforms. 
The beautiful flag-draped casket which 
contained the body of their friend and 
fellow townsman held all their thoughts. 
He had left them two weeks ago this very 
day in the full life and strength of a glori- 
ous manhood, and they had brought hin. 
back dead. Anguish was in the heart 
of every man, woman and child. 

The entire population of the little city 
and thousands from all over the country, 
the full strength of the national guard 
of the state, eight regiments, three bat- 
teries of artillery, one battalion of en- 
gineers, 5,000 men in all, the governor, 
lieutenant governor and a justice of the 
supreme court, representing the three 
branches of the state government were 
at the station to recelve the remains. 
NO SIGNS OF MOURNING 

ON THE McKINLEY HOME 

The whole town was in deep black. Tha 
only house in all this sorrow-stricken 
city, strange as it may seem, without 
a touch of mourning drapery, was the 
old familiar McKinley cottage on North 
Market street, to which so many distin- 
guished men in the country have made 
pilgrimages in the days that are gone. The 
blinds were drawn, but there was no 
outward token of the blow’ that had 
robbed it of its most precious posses- 
sion. The flowers bloomed on the lawn 
as they did two weeks ago. There was not 
even a bow of crepe upon the door when 
the stricken widow was carried by Abner 
McKinley and Dr. Rixey through it into 
the darkened home from which the light, 
for her, had flown forever. Only the 
hitching post at the curb in front of the 
residence had been swathed in black by 
the cense in order that it might conform

Just when it was believed that a plan 
had been devised whereby General 
Wood's cherished hope would be fulfilled 
the news came that washouts on the lines 
over which he would have to travel would 
prevent travel at a rate of speed neces- 
sary to place him at the scene in time 
for the funeral. , 
‘ Special Train Needed. 

From nis Cuban home General Wood 
came to ve present at President McKin- 
ley’s funeral. He left the island with his 
traveling timed with the first arrange- 
ments for the president's funeral to arriv3 
in time for the obsequies. When the 
change in plan was made it meant that 
General Wood could only reach his des- 
tination in time by a special railroad ser- 
vice and the fastest sort of speef over 
the rails. 

Immediately after General Wood's ar- 
rival in Key West he started for Jack- 
sonville. This city he reached on Tues- 
day night. Leaving there very soon af- 
ter arrival he reached Jesup at 8:46 
o’clock yesterday morning via the Plant 
system. From this point he started over 
the line of the Southern railway for Ma.- 
con, from whence it was his intention 
to come to Atlanta and from this city 
go direct over a Southern special to Can- 
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fore the ceremonial for the dead would 
be gin. 

It was at Cochran, a small town 30 miles 
south of Macon, that the first difficulty 
Was experienced, and the initial barrier 
to the success of the plan was encoun- 
tered. Arriving at Cochran, it was learn- 
el that the tracks were washed away in 
places between that town and Macon and 
all wires were down. 

Road Made Every Effort. 

The tidings of General Wood’s coming 
had been flashed from Florida to al} 
peints along the line, to Washington and 
to Canton. Instructions from Washing- 
ton were received by the officers of the 
Southern road here to spare no energy 
and to excrt every effort to place Gen- 
eral Wood in Canton in time for the fu- 
reral. But with the regular and special 
services of the road at his command, Gen- 
eral Wood was isolated in the little Geor- 
gin town with no possible remedy at hand 
to meet the emergency. 

With but 30 miles of countfy interven- 
ing between him and Macon, where a di- 
rect special carrier was awaiting his 
command, the governor general of Cuba 
had as well been back on the island he 
had just quitted so far as his power to 
make fthe trip in time was concerned. 

Various connections were investigated to 
learn tf by making a circuitous run a 
special train could perform the task de- 
sired. An effort was made to carry him 
via the Central of Georgia railway to 
Jesup, from there by the Plant system to 
Savannah and therice over the line of the 
Central to Macon and on to Atlanta. An- 
other possible chance was to go over the 
Seaboard Air Line to Savannah and from 
there to pursue the same route to At- 
lanta. Another was to go from Helena 
to Columbus via the Seaboard Afr Line 
and from there over the Southern to 
Atlanta. 

Plan Is Abandoned. 

Each inquiry as to the success of these 
connections was met with the answer that 
the washouts had so damaged the tracks 
that traffic was blocked. It was then

that the plan from force of necessity had 


to be abandoned, as beyond the power 
of steam and the ingenuity of man, 

A special Southern train was in readi- 
ness in this city for General Wood’s ar- 
rival. Once here and aboard this spe- 
cial he was to have been carried direct 
to Canton with full right of Wway over 
any other train on the stretch of track 
between Atlanta and the dead president's 
home. 

It was not the homage that a federal 
officer of high distinction sought to pav 
as a last token of respect that influenced 
General Wood to employ these emergency 
methods. It was the prompting of some- 
thing’ higher that caused him to make the 
effort—the desire from the heart to pay 
a final tribute not only to his superior in 
Office, but to his friend. When General 
Wood was a surgeon tn the United States 
army prior to becoming colonel of the 
regiment of rough riders, of which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was Neutenant colonel, 
he was the family physician of President 
and Mrs. McKinley. It was in this posi- 
tion of trust that the ties of intimacy 
and of confidence and love came to ex- 
ist that have continued since the army 
surgeon rose to his distinguished rank. 

When it was definitely known that the 
trip could not be made in time and it 
was finally abandoned, General Wood 
went by special train from Cochran to 
Savannah. From there he Started short- 
ly after midnight for Washington, going 
via Charlotte. He is due to arrive in 
Washington tonight.

WOMEN WERE KNEELING 
WITH UPLIFTED HANDS 
AS THE TRAIN PASSED 


From Mountain and Valley, from 
Hamlet and City, Sorrowing 
Thousands Gathtred To Wit- 
ness the Passing of Mc- 
Kinley to His Final 
Resting Place. 


ANTON, OHIO, September 18.—The 
scenes at Canton were but reproduc- 
ttons of those at every station 
touched by the funeral train prior to its 
arrival. The train ran more slowly after 
leaving Harrisburg shortly after midnight 
and daylight was dawning as it arrived at 
Altoona, the foot of the eastern slope of 
Alleghenies. But through the semi-dark- 
ness the forms of many people could be 
seen strung along the track without the 
depot, a vast throng numbering three or 
four thousand people, surged up to the 
train. Many must have been up all night 
and others waited for hours, as the train 
was originally scheduled to reach that 
point at 3:20 a. m. Extra engines were 
coupled on here and the train was pulled 
laboriously up the mountains. The morn- 
ing was raw, foggy and cheerless. Moun- 
taineers with axes on their shoulders 
came down from the steep slopes to pay 
their homage with uncovered heads. 

Passing the summit at Cresson the de- 
scent began. Half the population of 
Johnstown, th# first of the great steel 
manufacturing centers through which the 
train was now to pass on its way to the 
martyred president’s home, was at the 
track and a company of local militia 
stood drawn up at attention. Men, wo- 
men and children all were there. Miners 
with lamps in their caps had rushed 
forth from the tunnels at the train’s ap- 
proach. The steel mills along the Con- 
nemaugh river were emptied. These were 
men who felt that their prosperity was 
due to the system for which the dead 
statesman stood, and their loss seemed of 
a personal character. 

WOMEN, WITH RAISED HANDS, 
NOTICED ON THEIR KNEES 

Four women, with uplifted hands, were 
noticed on their knees and handkerchiefs 
were at the lips of others, and from the 
smoke-covered city came the sound of the 
church bells, clanging out the universal 
sorrow. The train slowed down so that 
the people might better see the impres- 
sive spectacle at the rear of the train 
within the observation car, the elevated, 
flag-covered casket with its burden of 
flowers and the two #med sentries on 
guard at the head and foot, and outside, 
on the platform, a soldier with his bay- 
onetted gun and a sailor with drawn cut- 
lass, both at “‘salute.”” They might have 
been carved out of stone, so motionless 
they stood. 

Farther on the train passed a string of 
coke ovens, the tenders at the mouths of 
the glowing furnaces with their hats in 
their hands. 

At Jeannette there were a thousand 
or more glass workers with their families. 

At Pitcairn, the end of the railroad di- 
vision, the train crews and engines were 
changed and the railroad men were out 


in force. 
GRIEF WRITTEN LARGE 
ON FACES OF THE YOUNG 

There were many children in this vast 
assembly and they seemed to realize with 
their elders the sorrow the nation was 
experiencing and in their young faces, 
too, was expressed the mourning.as for 
one whom they had loved and lost. . 

During the passage of the train through 
the two cities a section of battery B 
fired a salute from Mount Washington 
and the city and church bells tolled. 

Hanging from a tall crane in one of the 
factory inclosures was an effigy of the 
assassin, Czolgosz, clothed in black and 
wearing on his breast a dark lettered 
card of angry imprecation.

Because President Was Killed and 
Olney Refuses To Discharge Him. 
‘In Mass Meeting Citizens 
Denounce the Conduct 
of Olney.

The affidavit was made by George H. 
- Godfrey in connection with an indigna- 
tion movement of the citizens, started 
when the remark became known. 

Mr, Olney was advised of the matter 
and it was reported that the man had 
been discharged. Not being able to verify 
the report of such action, 100 citizens. 
representing about one-third of the vot- 
ing population of this village, determined 
to give Conway a coat of tar and feath- 
ers last night. Not finding Conway, the 
men marched to Mr. Olney’s home to 
find out whether the coachman was still 
there, The former secretary of sfate re- 
fused to appear at their demand. The 
crowd sang ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee’’ 
and “America” and made repeated, but 
fruitless, efforts to bring a response from 
Mr. Olney. 

At length the citizens started for the 
town hall, when they organized by elect- 
ing Andrew W. Davis as chairman, and 
selecting Edward S. Lawrence as secre- 
tary. A resolution was unanimously 
adopted saying that ‘the course pursued 
by Hon. Richard Olney, at a time when 
the nation is in mourning, is an insult to 
American citizenship.’’ 

After the meeting the citizens prepared 
an effigy of Conway, which they hung on 
a telegraph pole. 


MOB RUSHES FOR PREACHER 


For Styling the Murder of McKinley 
Noble Deed. 


St. Paul, September 18.—Rev. Albert 
Dahlquist tonight narrowly escaped from 
a mob of about a thousand people who 
were demanding that he be lynched. 
Dahiquist is alleged to have made a 
speech in Minneapolis a few days ago in 
which he referred to the assassination of 
President McKinley as ‘‘a noble deed.’”’ 

The man is:an itinerant preacher ard. 
hes been holding meetings on Payne ave- 
._. nue in a digtrict inhabited largely by 
Scandinavians, Most of these people had 
heard of his Minneapolis speech and 
when he appeared at the hall tonight to 
preach a crowd of over a thousand had 
assembled. 

As soon as he was seen a rush was 
made for him and threats of hanging and 
other ill-treatment were heard on all 
sides. He had anticipated trouble, how- 
ever, and a squad of policemen acted asa 
body guard. They had great difficulty in 
protecting the man and at last he broke 
away, jumped out of the window and ran 
down the street with the mob at his heels. 
Dahiquist outfooted his pursuers, how- 
ever, and escaped.

THOUSANDS GATHERING 


FOR FUNERAL SERVICES 

Railroad facilities seem inadequate to 
bring the people who are coming tomor- 
row. The number and beauty of the 
floral tributes which are arriving sur- 
pass belief. Flowers are literally coming 
by the tons. The hot houses of the coun- 
try seem to have been emptied to supply 
them. The facilities of the little city of 
Canton are entirely inadequate to care 
for the thousands who are here, much 
less the other thousands who are on the 
way. Although the local committee is 
doing everything in its power to provide 
food and shelter, many of the officials 
from Washington are obliged to sleep in 
the cars they came in and tonight hun- 
dreds. are walking the streets seeking 
food and places to sleep. The population 
of Canton is about 30,000, but it is expect- 
ed that over 100,000 people will be here to- 
morrow. Fortunately members of the 
senate and house will not arrive -until to- 
morrow.

STRICKEN MRS. McKINLEY 
LEAVES FUNERAL TRAIV 
The sight was profoundly impressive as 
thefuneral train drew into the little sta- 
tion at Canton at exactly noon today. 
All about the station and banked deep 
in the surrounding streets were the 
friends and neighbors of the martyred 
president, while drawn up back of the 
station were long Hnes of militiamen at 
“present arms.’’ Immediately in the rear 
of the station, at the mouth of Tenth 
street, was troop A, of Cleveland, mount- 
ed on theif blaek chargers, keeping the 
entrance of the line of march clear. All 
about were the black symbols of mourn- 
ing: | 
' The approach of the train was un- 


heralded. No whistle was blown, no bell 
was rung. In absolute silence it rolled 


into the station. -At the mere sight of the 
train the people who had been waiting 
there for hours were greatly affected. 
Women sobbed and men wept. 

For a full minute after it had stopped 
no one appeared. Judge Day and his com- 
mittee moved slowly down the platform 


in front of the line of soldiers to the cata- | 


falque car and waited. Suddenly Abner 
McKinley, in deep black, his face tense 
and drawn, appeared in the vestibule of 
the car next that conveying the remains 
and a moment later Dr. Rixey appeared 
half carrying a frail and broken form. It

est mourning. Beneath the heavy black 
veil she held her handkerchief to her eyes 
and her slight figure shook, convulsively. 
Gently she was lifted from the car and, 
supported by Dr. Rixey and Abner Mc- 
Kinley, was practically carried to a car- 
riage in waiting at the east end of the 
station. The door of the carriage was 
closed and Mrs. McKinley was driven 
hurriedly to her forlorn home on North 
Market street, which she had left only 
two weeks ago with her distinguished 
husband in full vigor of manhood. 

Colonel] Bingham, the president’s aide, 
then gave directions for the removal of 
the casket from the car. The coffin was 
too large to be taken through the door 
and a broad window at the side was un- 
screwed and removed. While this wae 
going on the floral pieces inside were 
carefully lifted out and placed upen the 
ground at the side of the track. When 
all was ready the soldiers and sailors 
who had accompanied the remains all the 
way from Buffalo emerged from the car 
and took up their places

sides and the sailors held their drawn 
cutlasses at their sides. Only the body 
bearers were bareheaded and unarmed.

The black horses. of the Cleveland troop 
immediately facing the station stood mo- 
tionless, their riders with sabers lowered. 
Slowly through the. entrance- came the 
stalwart soldiers and; sailors with solemn 
tread bearing aloft the flag covered coffin 
As it 
came into View a great sigh went up from 


the dense throng. After the first glance 
many of the men and women turned away 
to hide their emotions, which they could 
not restrain. When the casket had been 
consigned to the hearse three mounted 
trumpeters gave signal for the melancholy 
procession to move. A moment later the 
sound of ‘“‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’’ 
floated through the air as the Grand 
Army veterans, with their band, swung 
into line ard took up the march toward 
the court bouse. 

A majestically solemn spectacle was 
presented as the procession neared the 
public square in the center of the city. 
After the Grand Army men came the 
Cleveland troop in their brilliant uniform 
of Austrian hussars, with tall bearskin 
shakos topped by pompons of white. At 
the hilt of every sword streamed a long 
band of crepe, and the tiny silk 
guidon was topped with a _ long 
black streamer. Immédiately following 
the mounted troops came the hearse bear- 
ing its flag-covered burden. The sight 
sent a hush along the dense long lines 
of humanity stretching for a mile away 
to the court house. As the casket pass- 
ed, every head was bowed and every faci 
evidenced the great personal grief which 
had come upon the community. 

Immediately following the hearse came 
the carriage of President Roosevelt, who 
rode with his brother in law, Captain 
Cowles, of the navy, and Secretary Gage.

Before the 
eyes of the vast concourse filling the 
square, the casket was tenderly raised 
and borne up the wide stone steps leading 
to the entrance of the court house. The 
strains of ‘Nearer, My God, to Thee, 
were still sounding as the flag-draped 
coffin disappeared within the building. 

Moving slowly with short steps, the 
coffin was borne to its support. The bear- 
ers swung slowly around, so that the 
head lay to the east. The silk banner 
that was flung over the casket was drawn 
back, the wreaths which rested upon its 
head were removed and the coffin lid 
was taken off. Word was quickly: passed 
to President Roosevelt, and, followed b 
the members of ine cabinet, he step 
briskly into the hall. He glanced down 
as he reached the casket, halted for the 
space of a breath, and went on, The 
members of thé cabinet followed him one 
by one. 

The members of President McKinley’s 
old commandery of Knights Templar$, 
Canton commandery No. 38, had asked the 
privilege of posting a sentry at the casket 
while it lay in state, and throughout the 
afternoon the guard was relieved every 
thirty minutes. 

Four detachments of militia were 
marched into the hall and: drawn up in a 
line stretched from the entrance on the 
seuth to the bier. Anather line stretch- 
ed from the bier to the place where the 
hall diverged and down each side hall 
were other lines. Strict orders were given 
to see that there was no delay in the 
crowd as it passed out of the building, 
WAN FEATURES OF DEAD 

VIEWED BY THOUSANDS 

When everything was ieady fr the pub- 
lic to enter, Joseph Saxton, uncle of Mrs. 
McKinley, an aged man, bowed deeply 
with the weight of years, entered from 
the east hall and passed up to the casket. 
He stood for fully two minutes gazing in- 
to the face of his distinguished kinsman. 
He then passed slowly down the hall, his 
head bowed low, his lips twitching con- 
vulsively. 

A few final details were arranged, and 
then the door was opened to the public. 
Two . tle girls were the first to ap- 
proach the casket. Directly behind them 
was a tall, powerful man with a red 
moustache. As he gazed into the casket 
he caught his breath in a quick, sharp 
sob that was audible in every part of the 
hallway. He then gave way entirely, and 
weeping bitterly, passed out. Many of the 
people as they looked upon the face of 
their dead friend, whom they had seen 
but two weeks ago in full health, caught 
their breath at the change that was there: 
The president’s face was much thinner 
than they had expected it would be, and 
the sight that met their eyes shocked 
them greatly. The crowd was admitted 
four abreast, passing to the right and 
left of the casket by, twos. 

All through the afternoon the crowd 
passed the catafalque, approximately at 
the rate of 100 every minute, making in 
the five hours in which the body lay in 
state a total of 30,000 people, practically 
a number equal to the population of Can- 
ton. When the doors were closed at 6 
o’clock the line, four abreast, stretched 
fully one mile from the court house, and 
peopie were still coming from side streets 
to take their places in line. 

At 6 o’clock the doors were closed to the 
public and preparations made for remov- 
ing the body to the McKinley residence, 
on North Market street, several squares 
from the court house. The Canton camp 
of the Grand Army of the Republic acted 
as escort, and there was no following. 
Arriving at the house, the escort. formed 
in line in the street, presenting arms 
while the coffin borne by the bodybearers 
was taken into the house. It was placed 
in the front parlor, where it will remain 
until it is removed to the church tomor- 
row afternoon. Guards were posted 
around the house tonight and a number of

Miss Goldman was exceedingly cheerful 
when she was brought into court by Chief 
Matron Keegan, and chatted vivaciously 
with her attorneys. She wore the blue 
walking skirt and dark jacket which have 
become familiar at the station.

Kinley Today. 

Chicago, September 18.—Mavor Harrison 
today requested that all business be sus- 
pended tomorrow from 2:30 p. m. to 2:35 p. 
m. He asked that only such work as may 
be absolutely necessary be done. Ministers 
of the city are requested to see that dur- 
ing this cessation of the city’s pulse in 
honor of the memory of the nation’s dead 
all church bells are tolled, alone breaking 
the silence of the mourning city. 

Every street car in Chicago and vicinity 
will stop, conductors, gripmen and mo- 
tormen will stand with bowed and un- 
covered heads and passengers will be 
asked to join in this attitude of respect. 

In orders issued today to employees of 
the city railway, Superintendent McCul- 
lough, in addition, asks that passengers 
be asked to join in singing ‘‘Nearer, My 
God, to Thee’’ and ‘“‘Lead, Kindly Light.’’ 
This demonstration, believed to be unique 
in the history of similar occasions, will 
last five minutes, after which the power 
houses will resume and traffic will re- 
commence. While they are at rest a flash 
will light every lamp in the electric cars 
and in the other cars the lights will be lit. 
In the power houses and other depart- 
ments this brief period will be devoted to 
similar tokens of respect for the late 
president.

Compiegne, September \18.—The czar’s 
first day on French soil+ passed without 
‘untoward incident. The presidential train 
conveying M. Loubet and the czar and 
czarina with their suites arrived at Com- 
piegne this evening. The utmost vigilance 
Was exercised along the railroad track. 
The train dashed through a double row of 
bayonets and the drawn sabers as the in- 
fantry was reinforced by regiments of 
dragoons and hussars. In some _ cases 
double lines of troops were on each sid2 
of the track, the first line being foot sol- 
Giers and the second line cavalry. Any 
outrage along the track was utterly im- 
possible, as no one was allowed to ap- 
proach it. 

The town of Compiegne was brilliantly 
illuminated, the whole route from the sta- 
tion to the chateau being decorated with 
festoons and colored lights. The streets 
were entirely clear of the public and the 
sidewalks were occupied by soldiers. 
Every window, however, was filled with 
spectators, who greeted Emperor Nich- 
olas with an incessant roar of cheers. 

A four horse landau with the czarina 
and her ladies of honor headed the pro- 
session. Emperor Nicholas and President 
Loubet followed together. Cannon salutes 
Were fired and the bands played the 
*“‘Marselllaise’’ and Russian hymns until 
the chateau was reached. 

This beautiful structure was illumi- 
nated with lines of electric lamps. Mme. 
Loubet was waiting there to receive the 
imperial guests. The evening was spent 
quietly at the castle, M. and Mme. Lou- 
bet and the czar and czarina dining in 
their, respective apartments. 

Behind a Wall of Soldiery. 

Dunkirk, France, September 18.—In 
honor of the visit of the czar, before 3 
,o’clock this morning the streets of Dun- 
‘kirk echoed with the measured tramp of 
‘{nfantry marching to take up a position 
in the cordon to be thrown around the 
‘section of the docks where the presiden- 
tial vessel, the torpedo squadron, and 
along the line en route from Prefecture, 
‘in which President Loubet stayed over 
night, to the side of the dock. The weath- 
er cleared considerably this morning and 
by 7 o’clock, the hour for the president’s 
embarkation, the sun was shining. The 
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wind, however, was high and the tem- 
perature decidedly cool. There was a 
profuse display of bAnting at the harbor 
way. The docks were closely packing 
with fishing smacks, which represente: 
@ perfect forest of masts, all bedecked 
with flags. 

A stream of spectators wended their 
way in the direction of piers and wharves 
from which a glimpse of the Cassini 
might be gained as she threaded a pas- 
Sage through the docks to the open sea. 
The portion of the docks on which is 
situated the chamber of commerce bufld- 
ing, at which the official lunch took 
place today, and near which the Cassini 
was moored, was completely cut off by 
troops and admission was denied except 
to members of the press and to those per- 
sons accompanying President Loubet. 
The Cassini was a distance of 100 yards 
from the landing stage and a small crowd 
was allowed to assemble behind the cor- 
don and witness the departure of Presi- 
dent Loubet and the landing of the czar 
and the main body of the visitors. 

The inhabitants of Dunkirk saw ab- 
solutely nothing of the czar, as the 
ceremonies took place behind an impene- 
trable wall of soldiery, and the czar, in 
company with President Loubet, entered 
the train at the dock side. After lunch- 
ing at the chamber of commerce they 
Icft for Compfeene without traversing the 
streets of Dunkirk. These arrangements 
were a source of keen disappointment to 
the Dunkirk citizens who, having lav- 
ishly decorated their town, hoped that 
the czar would drive through some of tha 
main streets to the railroad depot in- 
stead of going on board the train inside 
the docks. 

Enormous Crowds at Dunkirk. 


At 10 o’clock the Cassini, whick had 
proceeded to the 3-mile limit to escort 
the Standart into French waters, returned 
to the roadstead, accompanied by the 
ezar’s yacht and the Russian cruiser. 
Enormous crowds invaded Dunkirk by 
train and road. Thousands proceeded on 
foot and by street cars to the promenade 
on the seashore of Malo les Baines, a su- 
burb a few miles from Dunkirk, from 
whence was obtained a magnificent view 
of the fleet riding at anchor in two lines. 
The number of ships were small, but with 
grim, black hulls, dirty, yellow upper 
works and low free-boards, they looked 
very formidable.

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terward was heard the sound of cannon, 
as the first battleship began a salute of 
twenty-one guns. Before the smoke had 
risen from the mouth of the cannon the 
heavy guns of the other vessels took up 
the salute and the thunder reverberated 
over the land dnd shook the windows of 
the Casino and hotels. 

Owing to the rough sea and the fact 
that the Cassini is an extremely bad sea 
boat, it was decided that President Lou- 
bet and his party should embark on the 
imperial Russian yacht Standart and then 
review the squadron instead of the czar 
and czarina boarding the Cassini. 

As soon as the Standart was sighted 
the Cassini steamed to meet her. Then 
Admiral Menrad’s flagship, Massena, gave 
a signal and the cannon of the fleet boom- 
ed a salute of 101 guns. When the Stand- 
art and the Cassini were about 300 yards 
apart, a boat was lowered from the Cas- 
sini and President Loubet and others took 
their places therein. The boat was then 
towed to the Standart by a steam launch 
and President Loubet and his party 
boarded the Russian yacht. After a short 
interval the Standart steamed to the head 
of the line and the_yeview of the French 
warships begun. 

As the long black hull-of the Standart, 
with yellow funnels, proceeded slowly up 
the line, the crowds ashore cheered for 
the czar and the republic of France. 


Czar and Czarina Land. 


The czar and czarina landed here at 
2:20 p. m. Presi@ent Loubet disembarked 
an hour earlier. He left the Standart tn 
the roadstead after the review and re- 
embarked on the Cassinj. The czar re- 
mained on the Standart after the review. 
President Loubet met the imperial couple 
at the gangway as the Standart was 
moored to the quay and gave his arm to 
the czarina, who was simply attired, 
wearing a black tuilille hat and black 
serge dress, which was relieved by a mag- 
nificent brooch and_earrings composed of 
splendid pearls set in diamonds. She car-- 
ried a silver-mounted umbrella in her 
hand. 

The czar wore the uniform of a Rus- 
Slan admiral, with the scarlet sash and 
insignia of the legion of honor. 

The landing of the imperial couple was 
greeted with frantic enthusiasm. The 
bands played the Russian hymn. 

There was a brilliant spectacle at the 
landing place as the Standart approached. 
The czar was in his happiest mood, his 
bronze, good-natured face beaming with 
smiles. President Loubet, after giving fhe 
ezarina his arm and with the czar on the 
other side of her majesty, passed through 
the covered passage, which was lined with 
French officers, to the chamber of com- 
merce amid deafening applause. 


STRIKERS APPLIED THE TORCH. 


Fired Building in Which Employers 
Were in Session. 


London, September 18.—An alarming 
situation exists at Grimsby where a mob 
of locked out fishermen this afternoon 
attacked and set fire to the new offices 
of the ‘‘Owners' Federation,’’ where the 
owners of the fishing fleet were holding a 
meeting. The owners escaped and the 
fire was extinguished, but the police were 
powerless to quell the riot. A strike has 
been in progress among the fishermen at 
Grimsby for several months. Four hun- 
dred steam fishing boats are idle and 
thousands of fishermen and their fami- 
lies have been suffering great hardships, 
Food had to be sent to them by sympa- 
thetic committees. 


GERMANS ORDERED TO LEAVE. 


Their Withdrawal Is Demanded by 
Chinese Governor. 


Shanghai, September 18.—The Germans 
report that Governor Shan Tung has de- 
manded the withdrawal of all the German. 
troops now outside the colony of Kiao 
Chou. The Germans are not desirous of 
offending the governor, but are at the 
same time ynwilling to comply with his 
demand so that the German governor has 
gone to Pekin to consult with the Ger- 
man minister there. 

German and Japanese companies are 
being formed for the purpose of trading 
on the Tung Ling lake, the largest lake 
in China.

WAR IN SOUTH AMERICA 
IS CHARGED TO CASTRO 
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General Alban, Commander of 
Colombian Forces, Denoun- 
ces Venezuela's Ruler, 


MIDS COLOMBIA'S. FOES 
WITH ARMS AND. MONEY 


General Alban Asserts That in Spite 
of Castro’s Machinations the 
Latter Is Continually Pro- 
claiming His Innocence 
to the World. 


———— 
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Colon, Colombia, September 18, via Gal- 
veston.—General Albar the commander 
in chief of the Colombian forces, in an 
interview today regarding the statement 
which General Torres Cardenas, the gen- 
eral secretary of Venezuela, telegraphed 
to the Associated Press, from Caracas 
August 17 in behalf of President Castro, 
said: 

‘President Castro has published on 4if- 
ferent occasions statements declaring that 
Colombia provoked the situation now all 
but war between the two republics, Pres- 
ident Castro, who has several times set 
fire to our country and sown the seeds of 
revolution, now cries to the whole world, 
‘Voila, Messieurs, it is Colombia who de- 
sires to enter and burn my house. I 
have done nothing to her, though my 
soldiers and my battalions entered her 
territory and thousands of my troops have 
been slain in battle while abetting her 
rebels’ cause. I have done nothing to 
her, though I gave them arms and monev 
and newspapers in which to publish what 
they listed. I have done nothing to her, 
though it was I who summoned General 
Uribe-Uribe from the United States ex- 
pressly to prepare another invasion of her 
territorv. It is not likely that his army, 
consisting of 1500 troopvs, which I supple- 
mented by men, arms and munitions of 
war when near the frontier and ready 
to penetrate into Colombia, met with sig- 
na’ defeat at the hands of the forces un- 
der Rangel Garbidras. It was I who re- 
cently addressed the following telegram 
to the government of the state of Zubia, 
which, after havirg been found in a port- 
folio belonging to General Socralras, who 
was slain at the battle of Goagira, Co- 
lombia, now triumphantly published. The 
teiegram read: “General Davila shortly 
leaves with 1,000 men, ammunition, artil- 
lerv and steamers, destined for Rio Hacha 
to reinforce the expedition. under General 
Castillo.’ ”’ 

‘“*What harm., cries innocent Castro, 
‘is there in all this?’ ”’ 

General Alban added: 

“Colombia and her government have 
nothing to fear from the people of Ven- 
ezuela who are opposed to war and 
strongly condemn Castro's aggressive pol- 
icy.’ 

The general asserts that the prisoners 
captured at the battle of Goagira were all 
Venezuelans who said they had been torn 
from their homes and forced to fight 
against Colombia under penalty of being

SI ARE KILLED 
~ INA COLLISION 


And Twenty-Five Others Are 
Seriously Injured 


CAUSED GY OPEN SWITCH 


Heavy Freight Plows Into a Passen- 
ger Express Near Brockton, 
Mass. — Escaping Steam 
Added to the Horror of 
the Catastrophe. 


Prockton, Mass., September 18.—A 
switch not properly set brought a passen- 
ger express and a heavy freight train to- 
gether with the resultant deaths of six 
pessengers on the express train and Inju- 
ries of twenty-five others this afternoon 
on the main line of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad at Avon. 
The express left Boston at 10:08 p. m., 
and it was running 40 miles an hour at 
the time of the accident. Of the six per- 
scns who were \illed but four have been 
identified, and these are: 

EVERETT JOYCE, of Brockton, 
Joyce & Fletcher, shoe manufacturers. 

GUSTAVUS HAY, JR., lawyer, of Bos- 
ton. . 

MISS M. W. TONKIN, of Oll City, Pa., 
a student at Howard seminary, Bridge- 
water. 

WILLIAM J. COUGHLIN, Lowell, real 
estate dealer of Boston. 

The two unidentified bodies are those 
of women, one quite elderly and very 
large in figure. 

The other unidentified victim was ap- 
parently 28 years of age, with light hair; 
evidently a Swede. 

A freight train of thirty cars, laden 
with granite, coal and gravel, had just 
been made up on a siding and was pro- 
ceeding south in the s&me direction as 
the express. Engineer Sheldon, of the« 
freight train, figured that he had four 
minutes to spare to get on to a side track 
farther down. 

One of his train crew had set the switch 
of a “cross over’ in such a manner that 
vhen the freight engine struck it, it was 
turned on to the main track. Engineer 
Sheldon did not notice this switch quick 
enough to enable him to stop his train, 
and before he realized it the express 
dashed past on the other track. 

The engine of the express and baggage 
car succeeded in getting by before the 
freight engine reached the train, but the 
second car of the train, the smoker, was 
struck squarely in the middle and turned 
over, being thrown down the steep em- 
bankment, landirtg o% its side on some 
soft, thick mud. The third car, a pas- 
senger coach, was dragged over by the 
force of the compact and likewise landed 
on its side in the ditch. The last car on 
the train stayed cn the track. 

The collision came with such sudden: 
ness that the passengers In the three cars 
were thrown with great force from their 
scets. As the cars were instantly thrown 


of 


upon their sides, many passengers fell 
upon each other, and those underneath 
were forced through the windows into the 
mud beneath. The cylinders on the right 
side of the freight engine was torn off 
and escaping steam added to the horror. 
The noise caused by the accident attract- 
ed a crowd immediately, and it wag only 
a short time before hundreds were as- 
sisting in the work of rescue. 


HARRY S. EDWARDS’ TRIBUTE 
TRIBUTE TO McKINLEY 


One of the most eloquent tributes yet 
paid to the memory of the late president 
was that pronounced by Harry 8. Ed- 
wards, of Macon, at the memorial service 
held in that city Sunday afternoon to pay 
tribute to the memory of the nation’s 
former chief executive. He said: 

Fellow Citizens: No one in Macon has great- 
er cause for grief in the awful tragedy which 
has brought us together than the man who 
stands before you: for to the honorable feel- 
ings which prompt you to come here and by 
your presence attest your profound respect 
for the character and the services of our 
martyr president, is added in my case a 
direct, a personal and lasting obliga- 
tion. This is my apology for consuming time 
that might be more profitably assigned to 
others. 

I am of the few among you who have twice 
cist ballots for William McKinley, and I es- 
teem it a precious privilege that I may ap- 
pear here today and say with the approbation 
of every honorable citizen of Macon, that they 
were cast for a man whose heart was full of 
love for this people, of sympathy for their 
trials and misfortunes, of respect for their 
sorrows and of an imperishable, unchangeable, 
immortal resolve to live and if needs be to 
die jin the execution of what he believed was a 
God given mission. How well he lived that 
life, how tenderly he executed that mission, 
how grandly when his labors were ended he 
laid his life at the feet of his country you 
know full well. 

To every man is given a mission, be he ever 
so humble; else were life but a purposeless ex- 
ression of that power which created it. Look- 
ng backward through the long perspectives we 
see dimly how civilization has developed, how 
the spark of liberty has been guarded and 
cherished. We see the giant epoch makers of 
our race struggling in the mists and around 
them the dumb, formless masses of men sure- 
ing back and forth in an endless struggle. We 
catch the faint flash of light where the jewel 
in the heavenly javelin falls as the angels 
of God hurl it forward to the new boun- 
daries of freedom. The light grows! that which 
was a fitful gleam becomes a star, a planet, a 
sun ablaze in the noonday of our century. 
With the light came the tumult; and the fight 
raged about us as {it did about our fathers in 
the ages passed; as it will about the unborn 
millions when we lay down our weapons and 
sink into the shadow. Alas, but the sun of 
liberty looked down wh>n the smoke lifted, 
on a saddened people and the nation writhed in 
agony as the new epoch struggled to the light. 
William McKinley found the nation’s wounds 
yet bleeding; the nation’s heart charged with 
bitterness; section arrayed against section, 
brother against brother. He came with but 
half the confidence of one section to meet the 
almost unbroken distrust of another: but he 
came, at the right moment as the right man 
always comes, as he always will come to that 
people chosen of God to carry the standard of 
liberty and execute His will. 

As he walked among us frank, free, trust- 
ing and unguarded, with a plea in his voice, 
honesty in his every linéament and a manly 
assurance of friendship in the clasp of his 
hand, his mission unfolded to the knowledg 
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Senor Blanco stating that while the army 
of Venezuela is gathered on the Colom- 
bian frontier, the country is at peace and 
there has been no invasion of Colombian 
soil by Venezuelan government troops. 
Word has been received at the Colombia 
legation here from a confidential agent 
at Curacao that a strong opposition is 
growing in Venezuela against President 
Castrojs belligerent attitude toward Co- 
lombia, and that even General Uribe, the 
Columbian insurgent leader, has had a 
spirited correspondence with Castro, in 
which General Uribe remonstrated against 
the extreme hostility toward Colombia 
evinced by the president of Venezuela. 
The Colombian legation officials tonight 
expressed the view that the Colombian 
insurrection was practically crushed. In 
support of this statement they said that 
the insurgents did not hold a single vil. 
lage or position in all Colombia, although

Oh, fellow citizens, he knew you better than 
at first you knew him.

DEATH OF DR. D. S. WRIGHT. 


Demise of One of Macon’s Best- 
Known Dentists and Citizens, 
Macon, Ga., Septemter 18,—(Special.)— 
Dr. D. 3S. Wright, one of Macon’s best 
known dentists and most highly esteemed 
citizens, died this morning at 5 o'clock 
“at his residence on Tattnall Square, after 
a lingering Hiness. The news of his 
death will carry sadness to a great many 
hearts not only in Macon, but elsewhere. 
He was a most genial and courteous gen- 
tleman and stood high in his profession 
of dentistry, which he practiced in Ma- 
con for about twenty-eight years.

MANY NEW BOYS ENROLLED 


Chancellor Hill’s Address to the Stu- 
dents of University—T. H. 
Wade, of Columbus, Wel- 
comes New Students 
to Emory. 


Athens, Ga., September 18.—(Special.)— 
The one hundred and first sessipn of the 
University of Georgia opened today with 
a large attendance. The prospects are 
for a prosperous year, and a larger num- 
ber of students than in the centennial. 

The boys have been pouring into Athens 
ever since tue latter part of last week. 
On Wednesday a part of the football 
squad arrived, and about the same time 
members of the different fraternities ar- 
rived to get things in readiness for the 
coming year and to prepare for the re- 
ception of the new students. Since Fri- 
day every train entering the city has 
brought its quota to the university. The 
old students did not commence to arrive 
as early as the new ones, but they are 
now well represented, and before the 
weex closes the majoritv will be back 
preparing for work. 

Long before 10 o clock, the hour set for 
“chapel,” the campus was crowded with 
students, and an air of life and activity 
permeated the streets. of the city. A 
majority of the counties in Georgia were 
represented. South Carolina, Alabama, 
Florida and many other states also con- 
tributed to the number, and from among 
these students will come the future great 
men of the state and of the country. 

The students roamed over the campus 
getting dcquainted with each other and 
taking notice of the great changes in 
the different buildings and the improve- 
ments in the equipment of them. At 19 
o’clock the bell rang for chapel, and it 
was soon crowded. 

_ Chancellor Hill in a pleasing vein wel- 
comed the new-comers and the old stu- 
dents. He said in part: 

“The occasion of the opening of the 
university is of surpassing interest. In 
behalf of the faculty and of myself, Il 
welcome the students, returning to col- 
lege after the pleasure of a summer vaca- 
tion, and the new accessions to our num- 
ber. Faculty and students also, I am 
sure, rejoice in the return of Professor 
John Morris, after his trip to Europe. 

“Since our last meeting our nation has 
met with a crushing sorrow, which has 
been brought nearer to us by the loss of 
two of our number, so that today we meet 
under the pall of death. 

‘We are to be congratulated on the 
many improvements wrought on the cam- 
pus and in the recitation rooms. To this 
work Professor Strahan has dedicated the 
greater part of his vacation. Comfortable 
chairs and benches have taken the place 
of the old ones, and I hope that from 
these external surrounding influences you 
will reap benefit and inspiration. A boy 
feels a certain elevation of mind when 
dressed in a new suit ‘of clothes, and it 
has been said that there is a great ethical 
tonic in a well-fitting shoe. Another close 
observer once remarked that a woman 
obtains a peace of mind from a sense of 
being well dressed that religion cannot 
give. 

“The improvements can plainly be seen 
in the clean walls of the chapel, and l 
hope that this improvement will improve 
the courtesy ahd respect we all owe te 
each other while together in this build- 


ing. 


+ “ff have also the pleasure of announcing 
to you a gift from Hon. Oscar Strauss. 
The result of a part of it you see in the 
new cabinet organ here in the chapel. A 
in the purchase of 
psychological laboratory equipment, and 
pictures of great men of science will. 
soon be bought and hung in my lecture 
room, 

“And yet there Is another side of this 
question. Many of these educations are 
obtained at great sacrifices to the parents 
of the students—sacrifices of which, 
often, they have no knowledge. 

‘However, all the advantages of a col- 
lege education cannot save a small per 
cent of college men from ruin, and it is 
a grievous thing to contemplate. A moth- 
ed has entered within the shadow of 
death in giving birth to the boy. She has 
expended time and labor on him. He has 
come to be the light of her life. And now 
there comes a time when she must part 
with the boy in order that he may return 
to her a man. She sends him on his way, 
smiling through her tears at the thought 
of again possessing him, counting the 
days until he returns, and if he returns 
soiled by a life of excesses, and afraid to 
confide his thoughts to his mother, what 
good can his college education have done 
him, and how will it cure the wounded 
mother’s heart? 

‘There is only one course he can pursue 
to avoid temptation. He must indulge in 
hard study and not let the pleasures of 
college life eclipse the real end of his 
life. The boy’s own innate character will 
often help him, though hafd and earnest 
study is the best remedy.’’ 

The attendance at the university this 
year will differ in the various classes, 
varying largely from last year. The law 
class will not be as large as it has been, 
owing to the two years’ law course, but 
the prospects are good. Professor Morris 
expresses himself as entirely satisfied 
with the attendance in his class, and is 
of the opinion that he will have all the 
students he wants, and perhaps a few 
more. A large number of new boys are 
trying to enter junior, and, as this class 
had a large attendance last year, with 
this increase it will become one of the 
largest in college. The seniors will num- 
ber about forty, while the sophomores are 
adding to their number greatly. Last 
year there were ninety men in this class. 
This year the attendance will probably 
reach oyer one hundred. The freshman 
attendance will likely slump. 

Everything possible has been done to 
add to the convenience of the stadents 
in registering. All the professors appoint- 
ed to advise the students in regard to 
their courses have been bunched in the 
science hall. Cards have been printed, 
through the good offices of the Y. M. C. 
A., informing the boys where they can 
obtain board, and circulars of informa- 
tion are given to every new student. 

The Denmark and the Candler halls 
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will not be ready for occupancy or use 
until the Ist of January. The old dining 
hall, though, is doing its duty, and some 
seventy or eighty boys take their meals 
there. The dormitory will be crowded, 
every room being taken.’ 

Drill will commence in a few weeks. The 
change in uniform from the present style 
to that of the West Point cadet will 
probably be popular, as all boys like 
braid. The collar will be turned up in- 
stead of down as at present. For sev- 
eral years Colonel Griggs has been doing 
his best to make this change, but it was 
not till this year that he was able to have 
the price reduced to the same as the cost 
of the old uniform. This he has now 
done, and so the change was made. The 
old students are allowed to use: their old 
uniforms. 


EMORY’S DOORS THROWN OPEN. 


Large Crowd of New Students Report.

Hea Rainfall for Years in 
South Georgia and Rivers 
ad Creeks Overflow, 
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COTTON SUBMERGED AND 
LOSS SAID 10. BE GREAT 


Damage at Americus Is About Fifty 
Thousand Dollars — Railroad 
‘Trains on Several Lines 
Delayed by Washouts. 
Bridges Damaged. 


Americus, Ga., September 18.—(Special.) 
Fifty thousand dollars will not cover 
the damage wrought in and about Ameri- 
cus by a cloudburst last night. The 
rain poured incessantly for twelve hours, 
10 inches falling within that period. Many 
bridges in the city were washed away 
entirely, entailing a loss of $5,000. 

Carloads of lumber in the yards of the 
Americus Construction Company floated 


gWay to Muckalee creek, the water stand- 


ing 5 feet deep in the company’s yards. 
The loss to the company is estimated at 
$3,000. 

The city pumping station was flooded 
with rushing water, extinguishing the 
fires under the boilers and submerging the 
pumps to a depth of 4 feet. 

Railroad bridges were damaged con- 
siderably, and only one train reached 
Americus today. 

Cattle in pastures below Americus were 
drowned, and a bunch of ten horses was 
rescued with considerable difficulty. 

Muckalee creek spread out half a mile 
wide, and hundreds of acres of cotton 
were entirely submerged and destroyed. 
It is estimated that thousands of bales 
of cotton will be lost as a regult of the 
flood. Every mill dam in the county is 
gone and much property damage resuited. 

Thousands of sightseers walked the 
creek front today, viewing the work of 
destruction. 

No Central railroad train can reach 
Americus before Thursday on account of 
the numerous washcuts. 


| Flood at Fort Gaines. 

Fort Gaines, Ga., September 18:—(Spe- 
cial.)—From yesterday noon till 4 o’clock 
the heaviest windstorm and rainfafl which 
have visited this section for many years 
prevailed. The rainfall measured 8.22 
inches in the government’s rain gauge. 
Catton is doubtless greatly damaged, ow- 
ing to washouts on the railroad. No trains 
have arrived or departed today. 

Flint River Rising Rapidly. 


Montezuma, Ga., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Rains here for twenty-four hours 
yesterday were the heaviest known in 
years. All trains stopped. Crecks and riv- 
ers are impassable. The Flint river is 
rising rapidly, and is expected to get 
very troublesome. 

No Trains Running. 

Oglethorpe, Ga., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—This section was visited by a fear- 
ful rainstorm last night. Every. dam in 
the county was washed away. Two wash- 
outs on the Central railroad, and no trains 
can ‘get here. Trains cannot get here for 
at least thirty-six hours.

Columbus, Ga., September 18.—A big 
wushout on the Central of Georgia 
railroad has rftopped all trains  be- 
tween Columbus and Macon.

Vessels Out in Midstream. 

Pensacola, Fla., September 18.—A hurri- 
cane is reported approaching Pensacola 
from the gulf. All vessels in the harbor 
were run out into midstream this 
evening and are prepared for severe 
weather tonight. The wind blew strong- 
ly all night and today, but no damage 
was done. 

Many Bridges Gone. 

Eufaula, Ala., September 18.—(Special.)— 
The equinoctial storm visited this city 
and section in all its fury yesterday 
evening and last night; 7.63 inches of rain 
fell in sixteen hours, and at times the 
velecity of the wird was alarming. 
The river and all of the small streams 
are away out of their banks, and lowlands 
are submerged. Sherry’s mill dam, in 
the suburbs, was washed away, and 
many of the best and most substantial 
bridges in the county are badly damaged.

FOUGHT IN THE PUBLIC ROAD. 


Senator Thompson Kills Dr. Mc- 
Kowen Near Wilson, La. 

New Orleans, September 18.—(Special.)— 
Dr. John C. McKowen, one of the most 
prominent physicians of Louisiana, was 
killed today near Wilson, La., by State 
Senator R. E. Thompson. The killing 
was the result of political difficulties and 
litigation. Dr. McKowen brought crim- 
inal charges against Thompson on ac- 
count of his (McKowen’s) sister, Mrs. 
Pipe, widow of the late state treasurer, 
which were thrown out by the grand 
jury. Considerable bitterness has exist- 
ed between the men ever since. When 
they met today in the public road Thomp- 
son on horseback and Dr. McKowen 1n 
a buggy, the doctor opened fire. Thomp- 
son replied, firing twice, both balls taking 
effect. The doctor died a few minutes 
afterwards. 

Dr. McKowen attracted a great deal of 
attention two years ago by his war on 
the Louisiana board of health, when he 
was chiefly instrumental in securfhg the 
indictment of,Jeading members of the 
board by the grand jury of East Feliciana 
on the ground at they had concealed 
the truth about the yellow fever in New 
Orleans and then caused its spread to 
East Feliciana. The health officers were 
acquitted. Dr. McKowen subsequently 
attacked the board in pamphlets, which 
were scattered throughout the country, 
anu was sued by the president of the 
New Orleans board of health for $25,000 
for libel and damages, but the suit failed. 


STILL ATTACK THE SYSTEM. 


School Teachers of Mississippi Are 
Against County Institutes. 


Jackson, Miss., September 18.—(Special.) 
The school teachers and county superin- 
tendents in Mississippi continue to at- 
tack the county institute svstem with 
unabated zeal, and it is very likely that 
in his report to the legislature State Su- 
perintendent Whitfield will have some- 
thing to say on the subject. As is gen- 
erally known, Professor Whitfield is 
very much inclined to the opinion that 
the institute system is ptoving a failure 
on account of the lack of interést among 
teachers in the work, and if Professor 
Whitfield does not recommend the aban- 
donment of the system he will at least 
suggest some radical changes for its im- 
provement. 

The latest county superintendent to 
make an attack on the system is Profes- 
sor J. Rives Wade, of Jefferson county, 
who has been a strong opponent of the 
system for several years; in fact, he 
made a strong effort in 1896 to induce the 
legislature to abandon the institutes, or 
“summer side shows,” as he terms them. 
Professor Wade volunteers a plan for dis- 
trict institutes by combining the normal 
funds with the institute funds and have 
a four weeks’ term at some point ac- 
cessible to all the teachers.

TARY REFUSE 10 ABOLISH IT 


JOHNSTON AGAINST 
NEW CONSTITUTION 


Ex-Governor Says the Suffrage Plan Is 
a Bad One. 


TOO MANY NEW OFFICIALS 


Wot a Party Question and Real Issue 
Between Old and New Consti- 
tution — Both of Them 
Are Democratic. 


By HOMER GEORGE. 


Birmingham, Ala&., September 18.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Ex-Governor Johnston has declared 
himself opposed to the new constitution of 
the state as presented by the recent con- 
stitutional convention for adoption or re- 
jection by the people of Alabama. He 
states that he will go on the stump and 
fight the new paper and will begin his 
work at an early date. 

In an interview with the ex-governor 
yesterday I was able to secure his full 
views on the constitution for The Age- 
Herald which will publish them tomor- 
row. This interview is one of the strong- 
est given out by any man opposed to the 
result of the work of the convention. 
Every clause is discussed at length and 
reasons given for each stand taken by 
Mr. Johnston. 

The full interview of the ex-governor 
is as follows: 

“So many citizens have requested my 
views on the constitution proposed that 
I have given that instrument careful 
study and now give my conclusions to 
them through the press. 

“The constitutional convention, in com- 
pliance with a resolution of the last 
democratic state convention, has sub- 
mitted the result of its work to the elec- 
tors of the state for their approval or 
rejection. To submit and at the same 
time command democrats how they 
should vote would have been a breach 
of faith and have incurred an unneces- 
sary and wasteful expense; for all know 
that a considerable majority of our voters 
are democrats. This was the view tak- 
en generally by the public press and rati- 
fied by the democratic state committee, 
who refused to declare it a party ques- 
tion and voted down, by.a large mafor- 
itv, a resolution declaring that the new 
constitution was ‘excellent and should 
be supported by democrats.’ So that 
every democrat has the recognized, right 
as he should have, to vote aye or no as 
his judgment approves. So far, of the 
four surviving candidates for the dem- 
cratic nomination for governor last 
year, two have already declared their 
purpose to oppose, and another is known 
to have been strongly opposed to one 
feature in the new constitution. 

“The constitution proposed is complex, 
prolix and ambiguous. It neither se- 
cures honest elections nor white suprem- 
acy. Its suffrage plan is bad. It au- 
thorizes the creation of a large number 
of new offices, and curtails no unneces- 
Sary expense. It endangers the public 
credit and does not adequately provide 
for the common schools. If adopted, it 
will prevent for Many years any substan- 
tial reform that is necessary. : A 

“The suffrage plan is double. There is 
a temporary and a rermanent plan. and, 
strange to say, ths temporary pian puts 
a man on the voting list practica'ly for 
life, and provides for hereditary suffrage. 
The temporary plan only operates during 
next year (1902). It provides in sub- 
stance that no one can vote next year in 
the state and national elections except, 
first, soldiers and their descendants; 
second, persons of good character ‘who 
understand the duties and obligations of 
citizenship under a republican form of 
government.’ No other persons than 
these can vote next year; and it must be 
remembereé that this favored class will 
elect state officers and a legislature to 
hold office for four years. And this fa- 
vored class is to be chosen by three reg- 
istrars. appointed by three state officials 
(all candidates for office at that’ elec- 
tion). No standard of character or un- 
derstanding is provided, and no provision 
is made as to the character or quantity of 
evidence that a citizen must produce in 
order to be registered. It is left wholly 
to the discretion of this board, acting 
judicially. Whether an old soldier can 
be enrolled on his own oath or whether 
he will be required to produce one or 
more comrades who were acthally with 
him in the army, or with his father or 
grandfather, is left wholly to conjecture 
and to the diverse arti unrestrained dis- 
cretion of sixty-six boards in as many 
counties. If he is denied registration he 
can appeal to the circuit court, where the 
solicitor is required to oppose him, and 
he must employ counsel and procure evi- 
dence to establish his right. As only 
about ninety days elapse between the 
close of the registration and the election, 
his appeal can hardly be tried. 

“An eminent southerner once declared 
that ‘discretion has been said to be the 
law of the tyrant, and when exercised 
under color of law and under the influ- 
ence of party dictation, it will become a 
terrible and insufferable despotism.’ jNo 
machine more dangerous to liberty, or 
more subversive of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of a democratic republican gov- 
ernment can be conceived than a board 
appointed by a central power, to decide 
who shall and who shall not vote in any 
county. Other devices are infant abor- 
tions compared with this Jeviathan of ir- 
responsible and unregulated power. 

“The provision authorizing soldiers and 
their descendants to vote has been de- 
clared unconstitutional or un-American by 
two senators, by two ex-governors and 
other able lawyers—even the committee 
reporting must hav? had doubts, for they 
reported a provision authorizing the leg- 
islature to remedy, if any court should 
declare any clause unconstitutional, and 
this was the only clause questioned. 

“If democrats differ, what will a re- 
publican court decide? 

“Should this clause be struck down, as I 
think it will, the old confederates and 
their sons will be put in line with those 
who can read and write or are property 
owners, before they can vote. Not one 
on the pension list could register and 
vote under the property clause. When 
these men started to the front in 1861 
no one inquired if they could read and 
write or how much property they owned, 
or yet as to their character. It seems 
that higher standards may be required 
of them to vote for their state than to 
fight or die for it! 

“The permanent plan goeg into opera- 
tion after 1902. Under it no man can 
register or vote unless ‘he is a.€e to read 
and write, and, if physically able, has 
been at work the greater part of the 
past year, or unless he owns, in his own 
right, or his wife owns, forty acres of 
land, or $3800 of taxable real estate, or 
$300 of taxable personal property. ‘If ‘he 
owns $290 of real estate and $299 of per- 
sonal property. he fails. 

‘Under the operation of this permanent 
plan, if it is honestly carried out, I doubt 
whether there is a single county in the 
black belt that will not have more negro 
voters than white voters. It is very cer- 
tain that as the years pass the number 
of negroes who qualify and register will 
exceed the number of whites, and the 


outstrip that of the white! So if this plan 
be adopted, we force upon the white men 
of the black belt the alternative, either 
to buy or steal the votes of the negroes, 
or to submit to their numerical majority. 
We know it will not be the latter.

LARGE DEALS HAVE BEEN MADE 


Tracts of Thousands of Acres of Tim- 
ber Lands Change Hands—Saw 
Mills on Full Time. 


Jackson, Miss., Sentember 18.—(Specital.) 
General S. 8. Bullis. formerly general 
manager of the Gulf and Ship Island 
road. will arrive in Jacksen during the 
early part of next month in charge of a 
large party of wealthy eastern capitalists 
who will make an extended tour of south- 
ern Mississippi for the -urpose of investi- 
gating the resources of that section and 
making investments in timber lands, 

Private advices received here state that 
General Bullis has collected together a 
party of gentlemen whose combined 
wealth aggregates many millions, and it 
is very likely that there will be ‘‘some- 
thing. doing’ tn Mississinpi’s industries 
after they inspect the great forests of 
virgin pine in that section of the state. 

A number of notable deals for timber 
lands have been consummated during the 
past thirty days, several tracts ranging 
from 5,000 to 40,000 acres having changed 
hands at good prices. There has been lit- 
tle or no fluctuation in the prices for 
timber lands during the past year, and 
available tracts are still oommanding 
stiff prices. 

The saw mills and lumber manufac- 
turing industries are all running on full 
time, and many of them are unable to 
keep up with their orders, complaints be- 
ing general of a shortage of supplies at 
the mills.

it perpetuated and constitutionalized it. 

“So that this instrument neither secures 
honest elections nor white supremacy. 

“This constitution also provides that no 
man shall be compelled to pay his poll 
tax if he refuses to vote. He may have 
thousands of dollars of property, but the 
hand of the tax collector is stayed before 
his voluntary disfranchisement. It may 
have been supposed that this would great- 
ly reduce the number of poor men as 
voters. I fear that others will take ad- 
vantage of this clause and greatly reduce 
the poll tax and that many song of poor 
men may be thus cut off from the fran- 
chise by being deprived of education. It 
is hard to conceive of a democratic gov- 
ernment offering a reward to men it has 
chosen as peculiarly well qualified for the 
suffrage to disfranchise themselves. His- 
tory shows no precedent. This constitu- 
tion makes special grants of power to the 
legislature to create more than one hun- 
dred judges and sixty-six additional so- 
licitors. It is true that it authorizes the 
legislature to abolish circuit and chan- 
cery courts in certain counties, but if all 
the circuit and chancery courts were 
abolished the authority is ample to make 
a net increase in our judicial officers of at 
least 150. It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that these new officials will 
in some day, directly or indirectly, get 
their living out of those who labor and 
pay taxes. 

“A sieutenant governor is created.’ That 
such an office is unnecessary is shown 
by the orderly succession of the present 
governor, filligg the first vacancy in the 
office of governor that has occurred in 
Alabama in more than fifty years. 

“The limit of state taxation has been 
reduced 10 cents on the hundred dollars. 
If values decline, and they have been 
advanced in prosperous times only by 
the most strenuous measures, it will 
threaten the credit of the state, or reduce 
our appropriations to the common schools 
or to confederate pensioners, If the mar- 
gin ot receipts and disbursements be so 
narrow as to alarm capital, the decline of 
our credit would compel us to fix a higher 
rate of interest in our bonds and in the 


voting strength pf the negro will steadily. 


The’ 


end we would lose largely more than we 
save by this small apparent reduction. 

“If this instrument be adopted, it will 
be the end of any constitutional reform 
for many years to come. No one will ad- 
vocate another constitutional convention. 
Under it, however bad the suffrage, how- 
ever the judges and solicitors may multi- 
ply, however much our finances may be 
crippled, however rampant fraud may 
become and however dishonest our elec- 
tions, we shall have to endure them many 
years. If, on the other hand, this con- 
stitution is rejected, it will practically be 
a decision to change our present suffrage 
laws by some wise plan, submitted to the 
people without any other objectionable 
clauses, new offices or embarrassing fea- 
tures, and be adopted by them as an 
amendment to our present constitution. 

“That a majority of the constitutional 
convention feared that the instrument 
they had prepared would not be accept- 
able to the p-ople is shown by several sig- 
nificant facts. One is that the convention 
failed and refused to permit a contest 
over the election or to direct the appoint- 
ment of a single official opposed to rati- 
fication at each polling place, and by 
voluntarily extending the terms of the 
sheriffs two years. The sheriffs were sep- 
arated from the tax assessors and col- 
lectors and county commissioners, whose 
terms are to expire at the same time, and 
given, without the asking, two years 
more. What it was done for no intelli- 
gent man need ask. Whether such a bid 
will be resented or accepted remains to 
be seen. 

“Our present constitution was prepared 

by wise and able men. It has not been 
found hurtfulin a single matter except as 
to suffrage. No citizen, no business man, 
no corporation, engaged in any legitimate 
enterprise, can or has complained of a 
single provision in that instrument. Un- 
der it the state has made steady—nay, 
rapid—progress, in education, manufac- 
tures, population and wealth; never more 
so than at the present time and for sev- 
era] years past. Why should we make 
general and drastic changes when we are 
doing so well? Capital understands our 
present constitution and is flowing in un- 
der it. Shall this flew be checked while 
it waits upon the construction and watch- 
es the effect of a new Constitution. Shall 
we tempt congress to reduce our repre- 
sentation? Shall we excite ill will where 
friendly feeling is so necessary to our 
progress? 
_“The issue is not‘ between two factions 
or two parties. It is between two con- 
stitutions—both democratic; one _ tried 
for twenty-five years, giving equal pro- 
tection to every citizen, prohibiting spe- 
cial favors, imposing equal burdens, en- 
couraging education, inviting immigra- 
tion, fostering enterprise and defying just 
criticism except as to the one single que# 
tion of the’ suffrage; the other, new, un- 
tried, complex,. prolix, unconstrued, au- 
thorizing many new offices, effecting no 
reforms, creating a most vicious machine, 
and planting the suffrage on more dan- 
gerous and insecure foundations than now 
exist. 

“Exercising my right as an elector of 
the state, standing firm in the ranks of 
the democratic party that I have serv- 
ed for more than thirty years without one 
break in the record of my loyalty, seek- 
ing and desiring no office or reward, con- 
sidering only the good of the state and 
the prosperity of the people who were my 
comrades in war and my neighbors in 
peace, yielding to every other citizen his 
unquestioned right to follow, without 
abuse, his honest convictions, I shall 
stand by the old constitution and vote 
against the new.” - . a ae ,

NEW PARTY-SHIP 
STRIKES WAVES 


Allied Third Party Has Been 
Formally Launched at 
Kansas City. 


BOTH THE OLD. PARTIES 
BITTERLY DENOUNCED 


AMieged That They Are Domi- 
nated’ by Plutocrats, and That 
the Only Hope of Relief 
Lies in a New Organ- 
ization. 


Kansas City, September 18.—The dele- 
gates representing seven political parties 
of reform, who came here to the “allied 
third party” conference, held their first 
joint session tonight, after two days of 
separate conference meetings behind 
closed doors. It was decided that the new 
party is to bercalled ‘“‘the allied party,” 
and a platform was agreed upon by the 
conference committees. 

The allied third party conference this 
afternoon heard the reports of conference 
committees. When the contingents ad- 
journed at 6 o’clock to meet again at 8 
o'clock tonight the middle-of-the-road 
populists were not yet ready to join the 
other parties in joint conference. 

The conference committees held a joint 
session and agreed that the organization 


shall be called the “allied party’’ until 
the convention which is to meet six 
months hence chooses the permanent 
name. 

The platform accepted by the different 
elements, and which will doubtless be 
adopted by the conference, demands the 
initiative and referendum and public own- 
ership of public utilities; declares against 
land spéculation and alien ownership, fa- 
vors ‘“‘scientific money, based on the en- 
tire wealth of the people of the nation, 
and not redeemable in any specific com- 
modity, but to be full legal tender for all 
debts, to be issued by the governmertt 
without the intervention of banks, in suf- 
ficient quantity to meet the requirements 
of commerce;’’ demands just and natural 
taxation and the election of president, 
yice president, federal judges and sena- 
tors by direct vote, favors the creation of 
the department of labor and equitable ar- 
bitration; favors the establishment of 
postal gavings banks, and favors such 
constitutional amendment as may be néc- 
essary to make the above laws. 

The purpose of the joint session tonight 
was to decide upon the time and place to 
hold the convention which will meet to 
ratify the actions of this conference and 
perfect the permanent organization of the 
new party. The conference was called to 
order tonight by J. H. Cook, of Carthage, 
Mo., who spoke in part as follows: 

“It has become evident to all broad- 
minded, honest and patriotic men that 
justice in behalf of the common people 
cunnot be secured to either of the old po- 
litical parties, for the very obvious rea- 
son that the national banks and trust 
elements own the leadership of both. It 
is generally believed that no greater 
blessing can come to the masses of the 
common people than the complete cap- 
ture of both old party organizations by 
the cohorts of greed and monopoly. Even 
the great intellectual power and indi- 
viduality of Mr. Bryan are unequal to the 
task of transforming the old* democratic 
party into a party of the people for the 
reason that its leadership is intrenched 
in the camp and behind the breastworks 
of the money power, pretending to be 
democrats when, in fact, they are gal- 
vanized republicans who, secretly and 
under cover, use their money and infi- 
ence to foist the republican party into 
power. We believe the time has come 
when the old democracy should be dis- 
carded and forced to reMain in the camp 
of our enemies, where it has pitched its 
tent and fought its battles during the 
last two campaigns. This can be done 
only by abandoning the name ‘democrat’ 
to them and battle for the people's cause 
under some other and better name.’’ 


Hits the Reorganizers. 


Dr. J. E. Chambers was elected tem- 
porary chairman of the conference. 

Dr. J. E. Chambers, who announced 
himself as the “Bryan democrat member 
of the executive committee of the al- 
lied third party,’’ said in part: 

“The poison germ is the plutocratic mi- 
crobe that has marked the democratic 
party for death. We already have seen 
its vile ulcers of putrifaction appear in 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and 
Maryland, and Missouri's two United 
States senators appear to be contaminat- 
ed by its influence. To the Bryan dem- 
ocrats of the nation I wish to say that 
what we have received in St. Louis at the 
hands of reorganizers, is only what you 
may expect throughout the nation. And 
the day and the hour is now upon us to 
step out of the democratic party and step 
into this movement which is in harmony 
with our principles. Let us step out 
and be*men and give the old name de- 
mocracy and the old and enfeebled body 
which has outlived its usefulness, that 
stands as it does today a senile centenart- 
an tottering and enfeebled, limp, halt and 
blind, carrying upon its back the mistakes 
and crime of a century—give that old 
carcas that is now reeking with filth to 
the Grover Cleveland reorganizers and 
allow them to take it and bury its politic- 
al bones in the potter’s field of oblivion.’’ 

The temporary organization was madé 
permanent and a committee of five, con- 
sisting of one fusion populist, two middle- 
of-the-road populists and two members 
of the public ownership party, was ap- 
pointed to prepare an address to the pub- 
lic outlining the principles and purposes 
of this reform movement. 


DESPERADO MILLER IS CAUGHT. 


He Fired Upon and Wounded Rail- 
road Workmen. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Alex Miller, a mountain despera- 
do from North Carolina, rode up to a 
gang of railroad workmen in Johnson 
county. Tennessee, near Mountain City, 
and raised a row with them. He shot 
Marvin Wilson through the body with a 
revolver, and when J. J. Wilson, Marvin's 
father, tried to stop him, he shot him 
fatally. Miller escaped to the mountains. 
Sheriff Potter organized a large posse 
and pursued the murderer. He found 
him last night, after Miller’s hiding 
place had been betrayed to the police 
by his mistress. 

Miller resisted arrest, but was cap- 
tured, and is now in the Johnson coun- 
ty jail. Snce his arrest it is learned 
that he is wanted for the murder of two 
men in West Virginia about three years 
ago. Miller has confessed to these mur- 
ders. He also volunteégily confessed to 
the murder of a woman, who was his 
mistress at that time, saying that he 
stabbéd her and cut her heart out because 
she was unfaithful to him, 

Miller has been in the regular army in 
the Philippines and was only discharged 
from the service a month or twod ago. 
He is said to have an old grudge against 
the Wilson family and to have intended 
to kill both men. Marvin Wilson is still 
alive, but may die. Several of the other 
workmen in the railroad gang were 
wounded by stray bullets.

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Let the People Be Warned. 

It is time that the people should be’ 
’ warned against the insidious effort to 

gain a standing of consideration for 

the bogus bonds outstanding in the 

name of the state of Georgia. 

These bonds call for many millions 
of dollars; their holders are willing to 
spend money to gain a place for them 
on the docket of consideration; the 
terrible events of the period with 
which they were connected have large- 
ly been forgotten, and a disposition 
may be aroused out of good nature to | 
compromise by settlement. Let the 
people remember that Georgia fully 
canvassed her liability at the time, 
and that the decision reached was un- 
der the hand of our present honored 
‘chief justice—Hon. Thomas*J. Sim- 
mons, then a member of the state sen- 
ate. Let them remember that the con- 
stitutional inhibition of their payment 
was the work of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1877; that the master con- 
stitutional mind of Robert Toombs 
declared it to be in order, and that 
Georgia’s best manhood has ever since 
epproved the decision. 

As we have said before, the threat 
of coercing the state of Georgia 
tnrough the United States supreme 
court is but a stalking horse. In this 
case it would have to deal with the 
original action of the people through 
constitutional convention, and courts 
would be extremely slow in reviewing 
the action of such a body. It is nota 
legislative act that is in the way, but 
an ordinance in the organic law by 
which courts are created. 

It would be well for those who dis- 
cuss the possible occasion {for a new 
constitutional convention to bear this 
in mind, and to go slow. If a new 
convention should at any time be call- 
ed, then would be the opportunity of 
the bondholders to make a raid upon 
the state. They would bring to bear 
both sophistry and money, and in the 
confusion following who knows what 
frould become of the interests of the 
state? As it is, the bond question is 
dead and buried; the doors of the 
treasury are locked, and no power on 
earth can open them unless the people 
are so unwise as to give the opportu- 
nity. 

Such amendments as are needed to 
cur organic law can be aitended to 
by the people-through amendment. 
They have already demonstrated their 
ability to reject as well as to ratify, 
and they can be depended upon to do 
as well in the future. The confusion 
attendant upon a new constitutional 
amendment wojild tear up the state. 
It can all be avoided by trusting the 
people. -

A Touch of Introspection. _ 

Many are the uses of adyersity. a 
truth made apparent as a result of the 
great national trage@y. Men accus- 
tomed to the work of criticism have 
rendered themselves candidates for its 
application. If rage be holy when 
aroused by provocation, is it limited 
by latitude or enhanced by political 
environment? Is the surpliced indig- 
nant of Boston to have an advantage 
over his less favored brother of one 
of the coast counties of Mississippi? 

To the discussion of this question 
The Boston Herald, ag reproduced 
elsewhere, brings both thought and 
space. It intimates the existence of 
a profane form of lynching, engaged 
in hitherto by people at a distance, 
and contrasts with it the holy brand 
that has lately been exhibited from 
the pulpits of Rev. Dr. Naylor, of 
Washington, and Rev. T. DeWitt Tal- 
mage, of Cosmos. The similarity of 
satisfaction is pointed out, although 
the mainsprings be slightly differen- 
tiated. There are times when rage is 
profane, and others when it is holy. 
The difficulty is to show the line be- 
tween the two classes, so that the man 
seeking satisfaction may know how to 
align himself. 

Without entering too deeply {nto the 
mazes suggested by The Herald, may 
we not suggest that human nature is 
much the same in all latitudes as well 
as in all ages? The clergyman, view- 
ing the foul murder of an honored pub- 
lic servant, feels the indignation for 
which he offers no apology. The hus- 
band, viewing the worse than murder 
end degradation of his wife, is alsé 
indignant beyond control. Would we 
-have preachers or husbands whose 
hearts were not responsive to the mute 
appeal of blood? We are told that in- 
nocent blood cries to heaven for ven- 
geance—a strong way of presenting a 
human feeling. But when the cry is 
raised, has the party of the first griev- 
ance a right to claim holiness as a 
shield, while denouncing the party of 
the second grievance as merely’ pro- 
fane? 

The law must be observed... Unfor- 
tunately, there are times when the 
popular indignation is quicker than 
tae law, but the duty remains of hold- 
ing up the banner of atthority until 
that period of human perfection has 
been attained when no man will be 
moved by his feelings, and all will re- 
fer grievances to the common arbitra- 
ment. In the meantime we must re- 
strain our impulsive preachers and our 
indignant mobs. At the same time we 
should keep in view the fact that we 
have very little cause for throwing 
stones at each other. As population 
congests and @fficers become numer- 
ous there is force enough at hand to 
anticipate private vengeance. In the 
frontier period we have vigilance com- 
mittees, and when that condition gives 
way to sparse settlements, rude courts 
interpose against these, established by 
law. That courts reach criminals in 
the one section quicker than in the 
cther is but a case of environment. 
Put 100,000 people in a county now 
given to lynching, and reduce the pop- 
ulation of Boston to fifty families, liv- 
ing at wide distances apart, and con- 
ditions would be reversed. Therefore 
the case is one that will not be bene- 
fited by pecking. Restraint is always 
demanded. and in every section the 
conservative man has his task—to 
press steadily forward the domain of 
law, in the hope that the time may 
come when men will be saved from 
their own passions—whether holy or 
profane. M5 

Development of Southern Trade. 

The importance of the adoption of 
southern coal by the Ocean Steamship 
Company is beginning to show some 
result. 

A letter just received by the Sciple 
Sons, of this city, from L. Hardy, a 
big coal operator of France, says 
“there has grown up a demand for 
American anthracite, gas, steam and 
house-purpose coals, upon the importa- 
tion of which into France there can be 
made large profits.” The writer states 
that a beginning has been made in 
the sale of American coals, and that 
mine owners could forward their busl- 
ness by sending responsible agents to: 
the Mediterranean ports and establish- 
ing depots. 

The important point of this an- 
nouncement is that it shows a demand 
for the coals mined in the south as 
well as for those of the anthracite re- 
gions, so that our own raw material 
will be equally benefited. With the 
Ocean Steamship Company giving a 
test to our coals for steam purposes, it 
will have passed the experimental 
stage. 

The south has the raw materials in 
cotton, coal and iron, but she neecg to

The Succession to Roosevelt. 


The presidential succession is al- 
ways such a subject of vital impor- 
tance that people may be excused for 
keeping it in mind. 

After Roosevelt, who? 

The New York Herald draws atten- 
tion to the condition of the present: 

The secretary of state has now assumed 
and until March 4, 1905, will hold an im- 
portance rarely attached to a member of 
the cabinet. He is the designated suc- 
cessor of the president in case of the 
deatn, removal, resignation or inability of 
that official before the expiration of his 
term. 

Tnis is by virtue of the statute enacted 
by congress after the untimely death of 
President Garfield. The effect of that un- 
expected event was to leave but one life 
between the fiation with a head and the 
nation without a head. When Vice Pres- 
ident Arthur became president there was 
until congress met, more than two 
months later, no constitutional successor 
to take his place in case of necessity. By 
the then existing law the succession was 
vested after the vice president first in 
the president of the senate pro tem., and, 
second, in the speaker of the house. But 
it so happened that in that national 
emergency neither of these officers was in 
existence, and until the omission was 
remedied by the meeting of congress and 
the election of both officers there was 
no one to succeed to the presidency in 
case of vacancy. 

This warning, emphasized by other ob- 
jections to the law as it then stood, 
moved congress to the enactment of the 
statute now in force vesting the succes- 
sion in the members of the cabinet, be- 
ginning with the secretary of state, in 
the event of the vice president becoming 
president—an event which has now oc- 
curred for the first time since the act 
was passed. ' 

The uncertainty of human life is 
such that no chances should be taken. 
The present secretary @f state, Mr. 
John Hay, is a gentleman of admirable 
personal qualities, so much so that the 
people would be quite satisfied to see 
him retain his place. At the same 
time, the secretary of state should be 
a man in full physical vigor, able to 
undertake such duties if the occasion 
should arise. The settlement of this 
delicate question is in the hands of 
the president, who will consider it 
from all points.

The Boston Herald, having analyzed 
the spirit of lynching, classifies it into 
holy and profane.

It 
would have boded ill for any anarchist 
who should have so nitch as peeped his 
doctrines, and one felt that all the flerce 
fascination of lynch law was in the very 
air." The Herald says: 

“The passion for being judge, jury and 
hangman, all in one, was plainly written 
on no end of faces, for boiling wratn, 
When it gets the upper hand, knows but 
of one law, that of venting itself on the 
spot, and of making scant question 


not, so long as he furnishes an object 
that relleves the tension and draws the 
lightning. And the curious thing to re- 
flect on was that about every one of these 
persons felt himself in an exceptionally 
righteous, and even religious, frame of 
mind—righteous judge, righteous jury and 
righteous Jack Ketch, all in a single per- 
sonality.

“When, on the other hand, the Rev. Dr. 
William *B. Leach, of Chicago, declares:

Terrell County’s Shame. 
Editor Constitution—The Constitution of 
yesterday tells in large headlines that Ter- 
rell county’s wealth is due to her dispensartes. 


So, indeed, the biind see it. 

In the article under said headlines we are 
told how last year their profits (7) on. dis- 
pehsary liquors sold in the county amounted 
to $18,926.20, and for this year to Septem- 
ber | $10,409.82; Then we ere further in- 
formed how the tax assessmepts (digest) have 
been reduced till this year there is no per 
cent on their possessions. 

Evidently this is meant in support @nd glort- 
ficati of the dispensary for revenue, But 
what does an open ey@ with reason behind 
it see? At 26 per cent profit on sales, reason- 
able figures I suppose—ouf of which to pay 
expenses and get $15,925.20 net profits more 
than the sum of $65,000 must be received on 
sales. A few hundred dollars at most ought 
to b all the liquor and wine necessary ‘or 
medicinal, mechanical an@ sacramental pur- 
poses in the average county. It is therefore 
safe to say that Terrell county has taken 
about $65,000 from her citizens in order to 
get the revenue which relieves from direct 
taxes to the amount of $15,925.20, and gave 
in return nothing that they needed, while 
she accepts the dishonorable role of whisky 
seller and @onhsents to debauch many of her 
citizens to get revenue out of them. It would 
be kinder to send out posses and wrest dou- 
ble tax from the taxpayers by force and with 
insult, in many cases—yea, multiplied assess- 
ments—than get revenue by such means. 

It may be said Jn reply by some of these 
bind folks that if there was no dispensary 
blind tigers would supply the people with 
drink anyhow. There would, in all probabili- 
ty, be some, and maybe a good deal of blind 
tiger Mquor drank, but I dare say that not 
a citizen of Terrell county, if frank to speak, 
but must confess his belief that betwixt the 
amount taken in by bliné tigers and the amount 
sold by dispensaries there would be more than.

“THEODORE ROOSEVETT.” 
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President Roosevelt’s Policy. 
(From The Baltimore American.) 
With a single exception, the vice prest- 
dents who have succeeded to the prest- 
dency by reason of the deaths of their 
predecessors in office have altered the 
policy of the government. Tyler very 
nearly reversed the policy of the party 
which elected him. Taylor knew so Iittle 
about policies that he trusted fmplicitiy 
to his cabinet, which was composed of 
very able men, and when he dled, Fillmore 
did the same thing. Andrew Johnson's 
departure from his party's policy, or, 
rather, from the policy of the party which 
élected him vice president, was so radi- 
cal that he was perilously near to being 
turned out of office. Arthur, after he 
succeeded Garfield, alienated some of the 
ablest leaders in the party. His could 
scarcely be called a change of state pol- 
icy, for he endeavored to carry out repub- 
lican principles, but he antagonized, tn 
domestic administration, a great number, 

if not a majority, of republicans. 

Heretofore it has seemed that a vice 
president who has succeeded to the higher 
office by death has considered it neces- 
sary to steer away from the recognized 
course of his predecessor, just as the heir 
apparent in England has felt it incumbent 
to differ in politics from the sovereign. 
President Roosevelt has not only an- 
nounced that he will carry out the policy 
of his: predecessor, but he has told tn de- 
tail what that policy is—in fact, it has 
not before been defined so clearly or 
tersely.

J. B. Maddox will not be a candidate for 
alderman from the north side in the ap- 
proaching city election. 

Mr. Maddox announced his withdrawal 
from the race on yesterday. This leaves 
the field in that section to W. M. Terry. 
present councilman from the fourth ward. 

In deciding not to stand for election Mr. 
Maddox gives some interesting reasons. 
He says he cannot court election under 
the conditions, which he considers is a 
warfare between the two street railway 
companies. 

Hig formal withdrawal is contained in 
the following statement which he issued 
last evening: 

“To the Public—When I announced my 
candidacy a few weeks ago for alderman 
from the north side I used the following 
language: ‘If I am to be labeled a ‘Rapid 
Transit man” or an “Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company man,” I would with- 
draw my announcement and spurn the 
office if elected to it.’ 

“Unfortunately, it seems, the only issue 
before the public is the supremacy of the 
contending street railroads! One cries 
for ‘Competition!’ while the other retorts, 
‘Confiscation!’ 

“This warfare will not end with the 
pending primary, but will be waged with 
intensity in the general council. 

“Therefore, I cannot court election un- 
der these conditions, ana beg to announce 
the withdrawal of my name from the 
race. 

“I wish to extend my heartfelt grati- 
tude to the army of loyal friends who 
have assured me of their generous sup- 
port. Very truly, J. E. MADDOX.” 

The withdrawal «f Mr. Maddox will 
doubtless prove a surprise to many in the 
ci.y who expected that he would be in 
the race to the end. Mr. Maddox has 
many friends in Atlanta, and he would 
undoubtedly have made a good showing 
had he decided to stand for election. 

Candidates Have All Paid. 

All of the candidates have now sent in 
checks to the secretary of the sub- 
committee of the city executive commit- 
tee to cover their assessments of the 
amount necesSary to pay the expenses of 
the election. 

Each candidate for alderman was re- 
quired to contribute $55, and candidates 
for councilmen had to pay $45 in order to 
be recognized by the committee as candi- 
dates. All the money raised in this man- 
ner will pay for the rent of polling places, 
the printing of the official ballots, salaries 
of the managers and clerks of polls, and 
o other details that go to make an elec- 

on. 


The sub-committee met yesterday after- 
noon in the council chamber for the pur- 
pose of naming managers and clerks, but, 
owing to the absence of Committeeman 
Thomson, this work was postponed until 
this afternoon at 8 o’clock, when there 
will be an adjourned meeting of the sub- 
committee.

DRUGGISTS WILL 
TAKE AN APPEAL 


Local Association Does Not Propose 
To Accept Decision of Lower Court. 


WILL BE 


HOTLY CONTESTED 


Members of Association Claim They 
Meant No Violation of Law and 
Only Sought Protection. 


The injunction case brought by the 
Jacobs’ Pharmacy Company against the 
Atlanta Druggists’ Association, which has 
been decided by Judge Lampkin In favor 
of the plaintiff, will be carried to the 
supreme court. The case has been hard 
fought to the present and will continue 
to be until the highest tribunal in the 
state has finally passed on it. 

The decision of Judge Lumpkin, which 
was rendered Monday afternoon, is said 
to be the first under the anti-trust law 
passed by the Georgia legislature in 1896. 
The Jacobs’ Pharmacy Company filed a 
bill seeking to enjoin the Atlanta Drug- 
gists’ Association and two other asso- 
ciations of drug dealers from forming an 
alleged combination against its business. 

It was alleged that Jacobs had been 
designated as an aggressive cutter and 
that efforts were used to prevent him 
buying goods from wholesale houses. The 
Atlanta Druggists’ Association claims 
that all it did was merely for the pro- 
tection of its members. 

It is stated that cases of a similar na- 
ture have been brought @ other states. 
Much law was introduced at the hearing 
before Judge Lumpkin, and the question 
of the constitutionality of the anti-trust 
law played a part. , 

The following statement by Dr. W. S. 
Elkin, Jr., in reference to the matter, 
shows the determination of the Atianta 
Druggists’ Association to continue the 
fight on the issues involved: 

This decision is a matter of great 
interest to all druggists, not oniy in 
Atlanta, but throughout the state or 
Georgia.

stable conduct of the drug business 
is so considerable, that the matter is 
one of more than local interest. 

The Atlanta Druggists’ Association 
and its members doing what they 
have done, were of the opinion that 
they were pursuing only their legal 
rights for the purpose of ao ng 
their legitimate interests. ey have 
never intended, nor do they purpose, 
to violate in any way‘the law, and 
in further contesting the case they 
are doing so in order that the law may 
be settled. é 

Of course the Atlanta Dresses 
Association, and each of its mem , 
will implicitly obey the orders of the 
court and observe the injunction grant- 
ed as long as it is of force. The mat- 
ter, however, is of such ftmportance 
that we have instructed our counsel to 
take an appeal to the supreme court, 
so that the legal questions may be 
passed on by that tribunal.

Recorder’s Court Taken Up with Try- 
ing Cruel Husbands. 


SOME VERY UNUSUAL CASES 


Two White Men of Respectable Fami- 
lies Are Sent to the 
Chaingang. 


The recorder’s court yesterday after- 
noon Was occupied most of the time with 
wife-beating cases, and some of the cases 
were of unusval interest. 

Two of the wife-beaters were white 
men with some claim to retpectability, 
and two were negroes. One of the white 
men was heavily fined, and he had to 
zo to the city chaingang for a month; the 
other was not even given an opportunity 
to pay a fine, but was sentenced to thire 
ty days at hard labor. 

If there is any one thing that Recorder 
Broyles is opposed to, it is wife-beating, 
and he never loses an opportunity of 
punishing the mén convicted of the of- 
fense in his court. 

Edward Ross, a white mechanic, who 
has been living with his wife at No. 155 
Gilmer street, was arraigned on complaint 
of his wife and his neighbors. Tuesday 
night Ross went home to his wife, whom 
he had deserted several days before, and 
vowed that if she did not live with him 
again he would murder her. He had sep- 
arated from his wife three times before 
and was on the police Hist as a wife- 
beater. Mrs. Ross, a pretty young wom- 
an, Was in court and told how cruel 
her husband had been to her. Three 
times, she said, he had left her, and the 
last time she vowed would be the last. 
So when he sued for pardon she turned 
a deaf ear to his entreaties. Ross begged 
hard to be let off. He said he would 
leave the city at once and never again 
look upon the face of his wife. This was 
meant to awaken her pity, but she mere- 
ly curled her lips in scorn. Wife-beater 
Ross had gone too far for once. Re- 
corder Broyles fine him $25.75, and as 
he was unable to pay the amount, he 
was sent to the city chaingang for thir- 
ty days. 

Scott Colquitt, a negro, and William 
Kenner, a negro barber, both charged 
with wife-beating, were arraigned and 
both were fined. 


Children Worked Like Slaves. 


The most interesting case on the lis¢ 
was that of W. D. Hoffman, a white 
man, Who has a family of little girls. 
Hoffman married twice, and his children 
are by his first wife. He not only mis- 
treats Mrs. Hoffman No. 2, but he makes 
the little girls work in the mills and takes 
the money to buy whisky with. After 
he has gotten’ drunk on his children’s 
hard-earned money, he goes home and 
whips out the whole establishment. His 
home is at No. 53 Glenn street. 

Mrs. Hoffman wept when she told about 
her husband. She said she had decided 
to renounce him for good. Her love for 
her stepchildren, she said, made her turn - 
ner back on such an inhuman father. 

That a stepmother should stand up in 
court and speak for the children when 
their own father had disgraced them, 
was a very unusual occurrence, and the 
recorder remarked upon it. 

fioffman made all sorts of promises 
about doing better, but the recorder paid 
no attention to him.

These Employees Free. 
‘THREE MEN TO COVER CITY 


By New Arrangement Bookkeeper 
Would Get Assistant — Board 
Pledges Itself To Buy Valves 
Next Year When It Has 
Funds. 


In the évent that the two street raifl- 
way companies agree to carry free the 
meter inspectors of the city water works 
department, the board will transfer one 
of the four inspectors to the bookkeep- 
ing department of the office permanently 
and will have the city covered by the 
three remaining men. : 

The inspectors who will be required to 
keep tab on all the meters in Atlanta 
will be uniformed as are the inspectors 
in the sanitary department, that they 
may be recognized by the street car con- 
ductors, provided the Power company 
and the Rapid Transit company will agrte 
to pass the city men without charge. 

This matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the board yesterday afternoon by 
Secretary Dimmock, who stated that ow- 
ing to the increase of work in his office, 
it Was very necessary that the present 
bookkeeper be given at least one assist- 
ent. He said that if the meter inspectors 
were given transportation three of them 
could do the work now requiring the at- 
tention of four men. 

Upon motion of Commissioner, Harwell 
the matter of ascertaining if the street 
railway companies would be willing to 
favor the city in the manner suggested 
was referred to Commissioners Blood- 
worth and Parks. Some three years agu, 
it seems, this same matter came up and 
uniforms were secured for the inspectors 
According to a statement by Judge Hill- 
yer no reply was ever received from the 
Consolidated street railway people in re- 
gard to the matter. 

Made Collections Semi-Annually. 

This question was also instrumental in 
causing Judge Hillyer to call attention to 
the fact that in some cities of the north 
collections for water were made quarterly 
instead of monthly, and consequently 
considerable labor was saved in keeping 
the accounts. At Madison, Ill., he said, 
he ‘understood that there were 2,100 con- 
Sumers, and that inspections were made 
but twice a year. 

Other members of the board were of the 
opinion that to inaugurate a system of 
that character would doubtless get mat- 
ters in a tangle, with the chances al) in 
favor of the city losing by the change. 

During the meeting the board pledged 
itself to purchase 1,500 improved brass 
valves next yeer of the Cotton States 
Belting and Supply Company. A resolu- 
tion to that effect was presented by the 
finance and pipe committees, and every 
member present voted fort it. The board 
at this time has not sufficient funds to 
pay for the needed valves, and not being 
allowed to go into debt for them, took 
this means of securing the material at 
the prices quoted by the concern making 
the ‘best offer. 

The supply company agreed to sell these 
valves to the board for $1.45 each for the 
first 1,500 and $1.35 for each additional 
valve in excess of that number. The H. 
Mueller Manufacturing Company has 
made a bid of $1.70 each for valves in 
a 1,500 lot, or $1.80 each for quantities 
less than that amount. 

Commissioner John S. Parks, who was 
recently elected by council to take the 
place of Commissioner Howell C. Erwin 
on the board, Mr. Erwin having resigned 
because of a change of residence, met 
with the cther members yesterday af- 
ternoon for the first time since his elec- 
ticn. Each member took occasion to wel- 
come him and he was the recipient of 
many attentions on the part of his col- 
leagues on the board. 

Considerable routine business was dis- 
pored of by the board during the session, 
which was a comparatively short one.

“IT have tried to bear with him,” she 
said as tears filled her eyes, ‘‘for 1 hoped 
that he would reform and treat me right. 
I loved him and night and day I hoped 
and prayed that he would stop drinking. 
He never mistreated me when he was 
sober. But he continued to get worse in- 
stead of better and cruel words ended in 
blows. I have quit him and gone back 
to him several times. Tonight he drove 
me into the streets and said if ever he 
saw my face again he would kill me.” 

Captain Jennings requested the matron 
to take charge of the young wife and a 
bed in the female detention ward was 
provided for her. 

This was the fifth or sixth case of the 
kind that has come under the observation 
of the police within two days. Arrests 
have been made and wife-beating hus- 
bands punished by the recorder,

COLD WAVE MAY STAY AWHILE 


Coolest Day Since May—Brings First 
Hint of Winter—Mercury Fell 
to 56 — The Shirt-Waist 
Man Dons His 
Coat. 


Nobody needed a fan yesterday. 

And nobody asked anybody else if it 
was hot enough for him.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 

New York, September 18.—People who ar- 
gued that the sudden weakness that developed 
in the stock market yesterday afternoon after 
the early show of strength was due to the 
frost scare in the corn belt, found confirmation 
for their views in the recovery in the stock 
market today simultaneously with the reac- 
tion in corn The loss of all yesterday’s rise” 
in the price of corn showed an eagerness to 
realize on long lines that took the edge off 
the apprehension regarding the reported further 
damage to the crop, The effect of this de- 
velopment was naturally most pronounced jn 
the stocks of the great western railroads whose 
traffic is large in corn—namely, the Grangers 
and Pacifics, including Atchison and Missouri 
Pacific. But there was no reason why the de- 
velopments in the corn market should have a 
sympathetic effect on railroads in the south- 
ern territory, those carrying anthracite and 
bituminous coal andthe net work of central 
traffic and minor eastern trunk lines which are 
usually designated as junior Vanderbilts. Prices 
of these stocks were notably buoyant, and the 
buying of them was on a scale which could 
only be for the account of the largest financial 
interests. The buying was without any specitic 
news to explain it. It was attributed to the 
Same sources as that which constituted the 
determined support of the market all through 
the present crisis, The public in Wall street 
Was strong in the conviction that what are 
called the Vanderbilt, Morgan, Gould, Rocke- 
feller and’ Harriman interests were all buy- 
ers on a very large scale of the various stocks 
in which they are interested. There was con- 
siderable cross trading early in the day which 
had the appearance of an. effort. to confuse 
sentiment, brokers usually acting for large cap- 
italists making very large trades on both sides 
of the market and almost simultaneously. The 
persistent weakness of Amalgamated Copper, 
which fell another 3% points today, still fur- 
ther confused sentiment.
